Claims 1-20 are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited references taken 
individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose a condenser which includes two 
photodetectors with focal points below and above the surface of the photodetectors respectively 
and each photodetector having three elements in which "a first area recode first light, second area 
receives second light in which condensed light is located outside of the first portion and a third 
area receives third portion of condensed light which is located outside of the second portion of 
the condensed light ". It is noted that the closest prior art, Yang (US patent 5,553,050) shows a 
similar apparatus which dual photodetectors and also focal points above and below these two 
photodetectors and these photodetectors are locate equidistance from these focal points [see fig. 
6]. However Yang fails to disclose details of three portions [areas] on each detector and light 
distribution as claimed.
